He has followed at different timts twc 


professions. At first, and for ten years a 
straggling practitioner of medicine in Ken 
tacky, finding that be was not likely tc 
in»ke more thau mediocre success in that 
he suddenly took a resolution to changi 
the whole course of his life, and with tba 
end in view removed to the little bat rising 
town of Keoknk, Iowa, and began the stud; 
of law. 
He was thirty years of age when 


first he turned the pages of Blaokstone 
fifty-two before he attracted any wide at 
tention as a bariistei. Then a treatise o 
his on rtilroad questions and land titles 
made his name known in the East. 


When, under Abraham Lincoln, John A 


Cambell resigned hia position on the Su 
preme bench to follow the fortunes of hi 
native State in the civil war, it was Samue 
F. Miller, of Iowa, \\hom the martyr Preai 
dent appointed to succeed him. 


The Chief Justice then was Eodger E 


Tamey, ninety years of age, and some o 
the other members were nearly, or quite ai 
old. 
And to the new Justice fell, for i 


long while, the brunt of the judicial toil 
His was a powetfal and acute mind, which 
seemed to revel in the abstruse intricacit 
of law; and he it was, at the close ot the 
war and during the reconstruction, whos 
piercing intellectual vision saw throng] 
the labyrinth in which the whole country 
legislative, executive and judicial, had been 
embroiled, and who contributed powerfully 
to the eventful disentanglement. 


He was intensely partisan, yet on th 


bench of the United States, he was th 
incarnation o! impartiality. His persona 
popularity was wide and was enhanced b. 
the qualities of his wife, whose aooia 
charms renderei her one of tho most pleas 
log women of 'Washington. 


The deuth of Justice Miller will leave a 


•vacancy on the Supreme bench for Presi 
dent Harrison to fill. It ia thought hi 
successor will be either Senator Allison o 
Senator Ingals, of K»ns»s.

London, occupied by Rowley & Brook, hat 
cap and helmet manufacturers, and Gov- 
ernment contractors for military head-gear 
was bnrned Monday afternoon.

sons were burned to death and thirteen 
were burned seriously. The fire broke on 
in the workshops on the upper floor 
Thirty persons were in the biiilJing. Two 
minutes after the fire waa dieeoveied th 
whole building was a mass of flames. Th 
fire spread rapidly, and the work people 
found every avenue of escape, except tha 
windows, cnt off. 
Through these some 


jumped to the ground. Five women were 
killed by jumping from the windows. 


When those iu thd building found escsps 


by the stairway cnt off there was a scene oi 
wild confusion. 
Several of the more cool- 


headed ooerapants of the nppnr rooms pio- 
oured pieces of sheeting which they tied 
together and mftk'ng one end fast in the 
rooms threw the improvised ropes out of 
the windows and by this means descended 
In some instances, however, through in- 
sufficient strength of the sheeting and hur- 
ried manner m which the knots were tied, 
the sheeting parted and those who were 
seeking to escape the flames were preo'pi- 
tated to tha ground and b*dly injured.
